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CHINESE OPINION. ON CHINESE 
LABOUR.

The Singapore Free Press of the 2ud inst. 
reports a-lestura by a Chinese gontlomav, Mr. 
Tan Tek Soon given to the membsra of the 
Chinese Christian Association. The spoaker 
addroised the house for neatly an-hour aud was 
listened to with attention and interest, After 
giviug a lengthy introduction to his subject: 
showing how the necessity for the introduction 
of this labour had arison from pnre'y economical 
grounds, Mr Tok Soon reforred to the disputes 
raised over the question by: political prrties in 


“England, and how tho Straits ‘espedially had 


beon quoted asa model whoro Chinese emigr stion 
hud been saccessfal in utilising tho natural 
resources of the country, and in contributing £9 
ita large revenue and trade, ‘I'he lecturer then 
went on to elacidate the. indentured rystem a3 
practised in these Ssttlements. First ho asked 
“What is uke usnal implication of the word 
‘goolie’ when usod by Europzans?”. Ie belioved 
it was. something contemptible, something ‘low 

down in the scale of their ostimation. This 
hing eo the lecturer proceetled to point out the 

usaal treatment accorded to the labourers on 

landing .at the yuarantine station, and at the” 
depot. He acknowledged that in well-managed 


mines and estates under British jurisdiction, the rt 


coolies had been on the wholo fairly well (rented. 
but what about thoss who had been shipped to 
the sawyards in the adjacent islets of Singapore 2 
Ho referred to the “track”. system, to the 
temptation placed in the cooli s’ way to lavish 
expenditure in Iwxaries aud vices, and to the 
habit’ of permitting only remittances to be sent 
to China in order to induce othors tocome. Iu 
this way, the lectaree suid, the indentarod 
system had been much abused in the past, 
every opportunity being used to detain the 
goolies ut work os long as possible withont 
any remedy from the local  Goveruwent, 
Mr. Tek Soon thon showed what.a large psr- 
centage of failures there. were in comparison to 
those who had completed thoir contract, aud 


contended that from tho humanitarian print of 


view (he indentured system shoull be cou- 
demued, Hoe blamed the Chinese Goverument 
for their pusillanimity in agreeing to the 
Convention, and considered they bad been 
bribed ly thé British “Govorament iu _.the 
stipulation as to inspection fees as a return for 
giving thoir consent, ‘Tho lecturer paints | ont 
that this slipulation had refesdncé-to-Chiness 
Tabour in British Colonies and Protectorates 


‘without exception, and feared “it would bo 


subseqjiently: enforced evou in the onsy of coolies 
for this Colony. As 2 the ‘Transvaal ho 
referred to the wile scope left opan for dispute 
in tho interpretation and definition in regard to 
such points us confinement in compounds, 


prohibition to trade, supp'y of fraajrations, aud 
| questioned. whether in view of the Crineso 


coolies’ aptitude for evasion, all these could be 
effectively carried ont by tha admiuistration 
among the large numbor of immigrants contom - 
pluted. Ho asked what was there to prevent 
them disguising as Koaffirs and ese:ping ¥ 
Finally Mr. Tek Soon obsorved that if Chinese 
emigration to South Africa was to produce 
ani ensure baueticial results, free labour shionld

For something over fifty years the British 
colony of Hongkong has held tho undisputed 
position us sole ocean seaport to the provinces 
of Southern China, which includes Canton, 
with oll the hinterland tapped by that sreat, 
city. With this arrangement, Britovs the 
world over are consequently familiarised, and 
the entirely home-reared variety comfortably 
believes it to bo unalterable as the Jaws of the 
Medes and Persians. But thore is o certain 
Americun-Belgian syndicate whiclris of a differ- 
ent opinion, and acts accordingly. This synai- 
cute some five years ago obtained a concession 
to build a railway from Canton to Hankow, und, 
not to Ww outdone, a British corporation likewise 
asked and received a concession to construct a 
line from Kowloon to Canton. The route 
selected raw via Tsin-tsu-tsui and Samchun, the 
preliminary survey was duly made and there 
followed—~futile inaction ; so that to-day not one 
god of the proposed railway has heen turned. 
Meantime the Hankow line nears completion, 
and the syndicate’s next: move isan open secret. 
Unless the Kowloon railway is in process of 
building, o small further conecssion will beasked 
from Chinu to enuble the American-Belgian 
Company to connect tho port ofSwatow with its 
trunk railway by means of a branch line from 
some suitable junction between the two main 


| termini,’ Tho effect of this arrangement would 


ty to establish an ocean port in South China in 
diveet rail communication with Canton on the 
one hand, and Hankow on the other; and 
through these towns with the whole great inland 
districts beyond, of which they are respectively 
the contre. A rival with such exclusive 
facilities of access, of colléetion and distribution; 
would spell something akin to commercial ruin 
for Hongkong. If the Kewloon-Canton rail- 
stay be in course of construction, it is probable 
that tho American-Belgian syndicate would not 
think it worth while to apply for the further 
concession, and quite likely that in wny case it 
would not-be granted. Moreover, the trade 
that normully passes between Canton and 
Honykong would not be diverted to unother 
youte if equal facilities offered on the 
familar line. There. is, therefore, practically 
no doubt that the fulfilment of its obligations 
by the British company would save the 
situation. But unless this body is galvanised 
inte prompt uetion it will be too late. One 
excuse for the delay that hes occurred is said to 
be disappointment that mo grant of Government 
money has been forthcoming to meet the 
admittedly heavy initial expenses; if so, it 
‘surely bohoves the home and the local suthori- 
ties to see what can be. done in the way of 
advancing. public money to safeguard what, 
after all, is 9 national, not a private asset: 


alternative route to that originally acquired by 
the coucessionaires, offers fewer engineoring 
difficulties, and prpears to have been contem- 
plated by tha Muekay Treaty Commissioners 
whon they included in the list of towns to be 
opencd to Europeans the little known city 
ot Wai-chow. This Fa city, governed by a 
mundarin ‘of high standing, and closely con- 
nected with the garrison town of Kwai-shin, 
is o place of great*importauce in native eyes. 
Situatedon the junction ofthe Tamsiui and Fast 
Rivers, it forms the natural distributing centre 
for the inland trado of Bastern Kwang-tang and 
Southern Kiang-si. "Distant from tha. ney 
territory only 50 wiles, across an undututing® 
plateau offering no diffenlty to railway cons- 
truction, its present connection with Hongkong 
is tie Canton and Shekloong. a route about 
three'times os long, and involving two clianges 
of river, craft; so that trade intercourse ix 
naturally of the smallest. A bridge which 
would have to be built across the East River 
forms the only obstucle to this route, which taps 
a wider area than that viz Sam-chun. But the 
choice of routs is really a subsidiary matter, 
Tho crucial issue is this : Are wo to let go our 
commercial position in South Chino and: lose 
for Hongkong its premier position in the Por 
East through shenr inuctien ?-—Pall Moll 
Guzetie. :
